The ambulance running loose on the way to Parkland was carrying 
a third victim of the shooting on Elm Street. This is made clear; 
when Sgt. Burkhart, in front of Parkland, asks the dispatcher - 
( t ime abo ut 12:38), " What ’ s t hi s eme rgency on this ambula nc e ? " ; The - 
dispatcher anssers , "We had a shooting jin the downtown area." The 
FBI transpcript adds "involving the: President". ■ This makes it 
explicit that there was an ambulance running for .Parkland carrying 
someone shot at the assassination scene.. This ambulance is #601. 

It later shows up at Parkland. - ' . . 

Thompson 1 s ’.detective work on the Fuller stretcher covers . the. fact, 
that there was a third bloody stretcher at Parkland by 1 .o clock 
mo st probably with a bullet o n it .
